3. The drawings are objected to because the descriptions for elements 12 and 14 in Figures 

1, 6-8, and elements 12a-12n and 14a-14n in Figure 10 were inconsistently labeled as 

"substitutive internal line"/ "internal line" or "substitutive internal line telephone"/ "internal line 

telephone" throughout the disclosure. Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the 

Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 

should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 

only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should 

not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must 

be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be 

renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 

drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 

renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 

Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 

drawing figures.

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

The elements 12 and 14 as in Figures 1, 6-8, and elements 12a-12n and 14a-14n as in 
Figure 10 were inconsistently described as "substitutive internal line"/ "internal line" or 
"substitutive internal line telephone"/ "internal line telephone" throughout the entire disclosure, 
which do not correspond to the drawing sheets either. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

5. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In each of claims 1-1 1, it is confusing for reciting "a telephone having an Internet 
Protocol (IP)" or "a private branch exchange having an Internet Protocol (IP)" since a telephone 
or a private branch exchange cannot have -a "protocol". Does it mean that a telephone or a 
private branch exchange conforming to an Internet Protocol (IP)? 

Furthermore, in claim 1, line 5, "sending means for" should read as -sending means for 
sending--, line 13, "transmitting means for" should read as -transmitting means for transmitting 
- for proper claim language. Similar changes should be applied to claims 2-11. 

In claim 2, it is confusing for reciting "an internal line telephone" twice as in lines 6-7 
and 18. Are they referring to the same device? 

In claim 5, line 19, it is unclear as to what "and or" is referring to. 

Claims 6-10 are rejected for the same reason as in claim 2.

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In claim 10, lines 26-27 and 31-32, same claim languages regarding the decrypting means 
were repeated which appeared to be redundant. 

6. Claims 1-15 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The subject matter of the claimed invention is allowable over the prior art of record 
because all prior arts fail to disclose or suggest an internal line control system, providing a 
telephone conforming to an Internet protocol (EP) and capable of being connected to the Internet 
through the communication mode, comprising a storage means for an IP address of a private 
branch exchange (PBX) and a sending means for a switching request to the IP address of the 
PBX while specifying identification information of an internal line telephone of which switching 
is requested, accommodated in the PBX, and the PBX is also conforming to the Internet protocol 
(BP) and connected to the Internet through the communication mode, and comprising a storage 
means for a correlation between the IP address of the telephone and an internal line number 
depending upon the identification information and a transmitting means for transmitting a control 
signal and a speech communication signal for an internal line telephone of the internal line 
number to an address specified by the IP address.
